An individual 
whom we rotiat pre* tune to have poa- 
ieaaed the feeliaga i>f a EentleniHn. had 
reccircd iluulta which, under the (a 
taliunii, would haTe jmllhed hint in re 
uorting to the horsewhip, or atill more 
despciate weapons. But he had trusted to 
the laws of hia country, and now ap 
pealed Tot the -indication of hia charac 
tcr and the punishment of his slanderer 
to ajury of hia countrymen. Alaa for 
the infe nihility of the j ury-box ! 

In hia charge so the jury, the Cuiar 
Jvsrirf^ after jgramtiifi up the evidence, 
and [minting out how clearly the slanders 
hat! been pro if d, declared that no words 
cvuld exprens his sense of the importance 
Df the questiun of that day. 
The- eharaclcr of a M ait land jury 
would depend upon their verdict. If it 
were to go forth that a special jury 
lhou(i!it «uch worda at had been proved, 
spoken to the clergyman of the pariah 
and in a public room, were spoken on 
occasion* when a plaintiff's character 
was not likely to be injured thereby, no 
mun would thereafter come into a court 
of justice for redress, but would seek 
justice ehwwbere.

And, io crown the whole, defendant '• 
counsel had the modeaty to apply to the 
Court for a certificate to deprive the 
plaintiff of ci-n!s I An application which 
drew from His How UK this indignant 
itlusal : " Whan you can convince me 
th;it calling a gentleman, and a school- 
master, a liar and a scoundrel i» not of 
sufficient importance to jumify an action 
in the Supreme Court, then 1 will give 
you a certificate. 1 decline to give any 
certificate." 

If the Cm cr JnsttCB found it difficult 
to express his nsnse of the importance of 
the question which the jury had to dc» 
cide, assuredly we find it difficult to ex- 
press our sense of the decision arrived at. 
It is a decision which atiocks our 
na'ional pride : which shocks our 
veneration for that great bulwark of 
our liberties, the Trial by Juty ; which 
shucks our common sense. Hvin had 
the jury been composed of the lowest and 
most illiterate members of the commu- 
nity, we tboutd atill have expected that, 
a* free- born BriUms, they would tec fair 
play between man and man. But here, 
forsooth, was a tpretal jury ; compowd of 
gentlemen selected from the higher 
classes nf society, and therefore pre- 
sumed to be pecuiisrly and pre-eminently 
trusiworthy as dispensers of justice. And 
yet this special jury, ihei-e carefully ac- 
lected four, bring in a verdict which 
makea ono blush with shame and burst 
with indignation !
